Labor  Minister  Sir  Walter 
Monrkton  Friday  gave  the 
strikers  until  Monday  morning 
to  go  back  to  work  —or  the 
Churchill  government  will  call 
out  troops  to  move  vital  ma- 
terials. 

Through  most  of  the  last  24 
hours  feeling  had  mounted  that 
a truce  was  at  hand.  This  mood 
was  bolstered  by  an  aimnsphere 
of  goodwill  between  strikers 
and  management  during  a gov- 
emrrwni  court  of  Inquiry  hear 
Ing  which  adJourrMd  Friday 
night  to  consider  material  placed 
before  It.

Apart  from  this  and  other  mam 
Issues,  the  UBCM  also  turned  over  some 
intereating  ground  in  relation  to 
matters.

A glaring  example 
which  has  fierslsted  through  the  .v'oars  has 
been  in  property  qualifications  for  civic 
offue.  as  the  convention  polntc*d  out.

On  Nov.  8 the  voters  In  six  federal 
riding*  will  elect  new  MPs  tu  fill 
vacancies  in  the  Commons.  Since 
even  the  los.s  of  all  these  hy  elections 
by  the  IJberala -which  Isn’t  likely 
wouldn't  deprive  Prkne  Minister  SI. 
Laurent  of  his  majority  In  the  Com 
mona.  the  fate  of  the  administration 
and  the  quality  of  government 
not  at  stake. 

‘ In  the  U.S.  elections  next  month, 
however,  control  of  the  Congress  is 
the  big  prlre  And  that  s where  the 
differences  In  the  Canadian  and 
American  rules  show. up.  Under  our 
rules.  If  the  DemocraU  were  to  win 
a majority  of  the  aeats  in  Ihe  Con- 
cress.  President  Eisenhower  would 
autpmatirally  resign,  and  Adlal  .‘tie 
venson  would  sutomallcally  move 
Into  the  WhUe  House. 

But  under  American  rules,  a 


Democratic  victory  means  only  that 
one  political  party  conirola  the  lefts 
lative  branch  of  g<*vemmeni.  and 
another  Ihe  executive  branch.  In 
recent  U-R.  history  bolh  President 
Hoover  and  President  Truman  have 
experienced  the  frustrations  of  a 
politically  hoaille  Congreaa.  The 
stalemates  Tjvhlch  developed  between 
these  pre*ldenis  and  the  Congress 
constitute  a weakness  In  the  Ameri- 
can system  which  at  tkne*  ha.s 
worked  against  Ihe  U-S.  national  In- 
terest. and  In  certain  clrcumsiancea 
could  be  catastrophic. 


A comparable  situation  could  not 
develop  under  our  rule*,  but  it  doesn't 
nece.ssarlly  follow  that  our  rules  are 
superior  in  all  respects 

In  this  countiy  a prime  mlnleier 
with  a healthy  majority  in  Parlia- 
ment has  almost  unlimited  political 
power.  The  MPa  he  leads  will  enact 
virtually  any  measure  he  caret  to 
Introduce.  The  prime  minister  main- 
tains this  strict  party  diactpllne 
through  hit  power  lo  reward  his  fol- 
lowers with  cabinet  and  other  ap- 
pointments, to  bestow  or  withhold 
political  patronage,  and  lo  grant  or 
deny  party  support,  including  money. 
St  election  lime. 

Such  power  In  the  hand.s  of  in  out- 
standing prime  minister  like  .SI. 
Laurent  makes  for  efflrlent  and 
effective  government  But  Canada 
also  has  known  w-eak  and  Ineffective 
prime  ministers,  and  there  could  be 
prime  ministers  who  would  misuse 
(he  power  of  their  office. 

The  American  rules,  cumbersome 
though  they  are.  do  provide  safe- 
guards  against  misuse  of  authority. 
Their  “checks  and  balances'*  were 
designed  for  that  purpose.  Meas- 
ured by  this  criterion  the  Canadian 
rules  may  well  he  Inferior. 

Rut  in  the  final  analysis,  and  what 
ever  rules  are  followed.  It’s  sUH  the 
men  who  play  the  game  who  make 
the  game.
